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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Nelson et al. (US 6,418,346). 

Nelson et al. discloses a system for transferring data to and from a medical 
device through a web-based network. "The invention includes a real-time access of a 
programmer to a remote web-based expert data center, via a communication network, 
which includes the lnternet"(col. 7, lines 26-29). 

As to claims 2 and 6, "IMD 10 also contains sense amplifiers for detecting 
cardiac signals, patient activity sensors or other physiologic sensors for sensing the 
need for cardiac output, and pulse generating output circuits for delivering pacing pulses 
to at least one heart chamber of heart 16 under control of the operating system in a 
manner well known in the prior art"(col. 10-11, lines 64-67 and1-3). Since blood 
pressure is a physiological characteristic as well as related to a cardiac signals, the 
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examiner considers the sensing of cardiac signals patient activity sensors and other 
physiologic signals to be related to blood pressure. 

Furthermore, since the system measured hemodynamic signals, and pulmonary 
pressure and heart rate are related to hemodynamics, the system thus senses 
hemodynamic signals related to pulmonary pressure and heart rate. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to provide a clinician 
interface to the data center because the system may include a server PC 
communicating with a medical device adapted to be implanted into a patient; the server 
PC having means for receiving data transmitted across a dispersed data communication 
pathway, such as the Internet; and a client PC having means for receiving data 
transmitted across a dispersed communications pathway from the SPC. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.

Krichen et al (US 6,250,309) teach it is desirous to transfer 
information relating to IMD 10 via an internet connection to a remote location such that 
the information can be manipulated, stored, or utilized to generate a report. Browsers 
can then be used to view the prepared documents and follow links to display other 
documents.
